The federal reserve act is admitted 


to be the most constructive monetary 
legislation in history. 
At a stroke it 


transferred the power over mo.iey and 
credit and all they represent from one 
financial district out into the keeping 
of the people themselves, and, in- 
stead of one center, to which all paid 
tribute, there are 12 citadels of finan- 
cial freedom, where every citizen has 
an equal right and where the princi- 
ple that the credit of American busi- 
ness shall be free, is the basis of ad- 
ministration.
